In response to the Office Action dated February 1 , 2006, please consider the 
following remarks in view of the attached copy of the technical reference, JIS-P- 
8138. 

Reconsideration and allowance of the present application are respectfully 
requested. Claims 1-11, 13-16 and 18-33 are pending in this application. Claims 
14-16 and 18-33 are allowed and claims 4-6 are objected to. 

The applicants respectfully traverse the rejection of claims 1-3, 7-1 1 and 13 
under 35 USC 103(a) in view of Anderson et al taken with Ohbayashi et al. The 
cited references do not make the presently claimed invention to be obvious. 

The Office Action states at page 4, line 6 that Anderson does not disclose the 
"opacity" of the substrate. In an effort to remedy this deficiency, Ohbayashi is cited 
at page 4, lines 9-10, as teaching an ink jet recording sheet that comprises a support 
and an ink absorptive layer on the support, wherein the support comprises a
